A town of QeUlee, aiutated on the coast of the lake of 
Genneaareih, on the boideta of the tract occnpied by the 
tribes of Zebnion and N^ihtali. This place is celebrated

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onr SaTionr, whieh brou^t a heavr wo npoh Ihi inhabit- 
ant for ibeir infidelity, Mitt. li. 33. In the vicinity of 
this town or city our Lord delivered hi> Bdtiiinble sermon ;

The name of the whole mountain, on the severst hills 
and hollows of whioh the atj stood, was called Moriah, or 
vuioH, because it wae high bud, and conld be seen afitr 
off, especially from the sooth.

Towaid the nonh, aocoiding loEoMbins and Jerome, 
and witboal the waUi cf the city, agreeably to the law of 
Moaea, LeT. it., layCalraiy ivGolgotha, diatns the place 
of a akuU, Matt, xxrii. 33, ao called, according to aome, 
from ita ^cied niaemblance to a aknil, bat more probably 
becanw cHnuaala were eiecuted there. CalTary, wUch 
now groaiaB beneath the weiijit of monaatic pika, waa - 
ptobably open grosnd, cul^Tated for gaidena, John xii.

According to Joeephne &e eirctunlereuce of Jemgaleni, 
prerious to ill siege and deetmction bj' the Romans, was 
tbinjr-thcee fvuionge, or neatly four and a half miles. A 
late tntveller (Mr. Jolhfie) states that ifae ciicomfeieiKe of 
the city cannot at present exceed thrse nules. 

Dniing the time of Jeraa Christ Jenutalem was sdraned 
with nmnraons edifieee, both sacred and crril. Kit its 
chief ^ory was the temple, which magnifieent smtctare 
occupied the northem and lower top of Sion, as we leam 
iTom the Psalmist, >' Beaatiftil for ritnalion, the joy (or 
delight) of the irtiote eardi, is MoontBian. On hot north 
■ide is the city of the great King," Pra. xlviii. 9. Hii* 
ci^ wsB eaptnred four times without being destroyed, but 
wu entirely destroyed by Nebuchadneizar, and again by 
•ntua. 

The modern city of lemsdem contains within its walls 
senrel of the hills on wfaidi the andent city stood, bnl 
diey aie only perceptible by the ascent and deecMil of die 
streets. When seen from the Mount of OUvea, on die 
other ride of the TaQey of Jehoshaphet, it presents sn in- 
clined plane, descending from west to east. Impoeing, 
howerer, as the appearance of Jcmnlem i> when vietred 
from that moimtiuu, the illiiid<ni ranishes on altering the 
towtL All the sneeis are wretchedness, and the housss 
of dM Jews, more eapw^Uy, are as don^iSlB.

■wd a HtDigr, er pntcribed fotnt, resffiBg the Scriptoree, 
in MlMled I«aoB«, uui prsttcidiig, or eipoeition (^ the 
Scrqttoiee. 

Prom Lnke it. 15>S3 we leun that when Jean* Chriet 
cune lo Nuarech, hie own atj, he »a> called ont, aa. a 
toember of ihatarn^opie, to read theaeciion orlcaaon 
OBt of the propheB appirinlsd for that day, wMch began at 
laaiah M. t. When he had finished reading, fa» ndled Op 
the manoscript Bgain, wid relnraed it to the jaoper officer, 
and then sat down andeiponnited it,igteaabl7to the usage 
of the Jews. Tbe aacrad writinga owd to thii day in ftll 
tbs Jewidi *yiU|0(iUB sM written on akina of parchment 
eg Tellum, and (like the azteimt coptea) rolled on two 
rollen, beginning at each end ; ao that, in reading fiom 
tight tn left, ifaer mil off with the bft while thej roll m 
with the rifht hajid.
